District crews worked last 
winter and into the summer 
months to complete con- 
structlon of six emergency 
dams to supplement those 
controlling potential mud¬ 
flows from the fire area. 

Mudflows from last win¬ 
ter’s rains, trapped and held 
in 17 existing debris dams, 
have been cleared away and 
the District’s dams and re¬ 
servoirs arc ready for the 
approaching storms. 

CFCD engineers have re¬ 
viewed potential probl o m 
areas, talked with local resi 
dents, and given cut up¬ 
dated flood protection ad¬ 
vice. 

Burned-area residents are 
being warned by engineers 
nqt to downplay potential 
1 SaO§i er because of the near 
drought conditions that oc¬ 
curred last year, Ward said, 

Average rainfall this year 
could cause severe problems 
for those living below 
burned out watersheds. 

Emergency flood work af¬ 
ter the 1975 fires cost more 
than $3 million. Of this, 
about $2.4 million were Fed¬ 
eral funds obtained through 
the U.S. Forest Service to 
construct emergency dams. 

Ward said approximately 
$600,000 in Flood Control 
District monies were spent 
to clear mudflows from 
existing basins. 

Lack of rainfall during 
the 1975-76 year was a 
mixed blessing District en¬ 
gineers reported to Ward. 

Mudf'ow problems were 
limited because of light 
rainfall — however lack of 
normal rains slowed revegc- 
tation of burned watersheds. 

Dangerous mudflow po¬ 
tential still exists, and resi¬ 
dents were urged to main¬ 
tain their vigilance during 
upcoming winter storms.

“We’re at a fire and we’re 
freezing!” . . . That plain¬ 
tive call came .in on the 
radio at Red Cross head¬ 
quarters in Pasadena, in e 
routine report from volun¬ 
teers manning a first aid 
station at the forest fire in 
Angeles National Forest, 
near Crystal Lake. Two 
volunteers at a time, trained 
in Red Cross first aid, are 
on duty 24 hours a day at 
the fire camp, aiding fire¬ 
fighters who have been bat¬ 
tling the stubborn blaze 
since last Saturday a week. 

Reporting on the number 
of firemen aided, the volun¬ 
teers advised that with tem¬ 
peratures down to 9 degrees 
(Fahrenheit) during the 
night, they were mere like¬ 
ly to be treating frostbite 
than burns or blisters. 

The Red Cross volunteers, 
trained in advanced first aid 
techniques, are called on, 
often in the middle of the 
night, to assist at forest 
fires or other disasters, with 
the Forestry Service making 
its request through Pasa¬ 
dena Chapter. The volun¬ 
teers work in elgh-hour 
shifts, asking foi more help 
if needed and reporting on 
the Chapter’s radio. 

Among those who have al¬ 
ready taken their turn man¬ 
ning the first aid station in 
the Angeles forest this past 
week were Jack Speth, Don 
Contraman, Paul Lipjanek, 
Abbe Keith, Dave Collins, 
Don Best and Mike Albert¬ 
son.

Both agencies re- 
cbmmend that such a p - 
pliances be replaced with ap¬ 
proved vented heaters certi¬ 
fied by a national testirg 
laboratory. 


Unfortunately, these warn 
ings have gone unheeded by 
toe- many residents and the 
end result is often an .un¬ 
necessary tragedy. 

Since many residents will 
continue to use these dan¬ 
gerous heaters, regardless of 
numerous warnings, Chief 
Brown suggests that the in¬ 
dividual should be aware of 
its potential hazard and fol¬ 
low several safety precau¬ 
tions. These are: Make sure 
that the heater is properly 
adjusted. Keep a window 
open in the room where the 
heater is located to provide 
an adequate oxygen supply. 
Keep the heater out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach. Turn the heater 
off at bedtime. And, only use 
approved metal, not rubber, 
gas line connectors. 


very easily. 

When it is time to take the 
tree down, do not, under any 
circumstances, burn it in 
your fireplace. Cut it up in 
four-foot lengths, tie and 
leave for trash pickup. 

Finally, review with your 
family all exists from your 
home in case of fire and 
know your fire emergency 
number. Have it posted on 
your telephone! Be sure all 
young children are aware of 
all escape routes and what 
they should do in case of 
fire. Don’t cause an innocent 
life to be snuffed out be¬ 
cause you failed to instruct 
them.

Installation of 
approved smoke detectors is 
highly recommended.
